The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New  York  Post-Gradu - 
ate  Medical  School  and  Hospital — of  whose  work  the 
Babies'  Wards,  form  one  great  division — and  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  for  those  Wards,  have  always  possessed  strong 
faith  in  an  intelligent  and  generous  hearted  public 
They  have  believed  that  if  the  combined  efforts  of  skil- 
ful physicians  and  conscientious  women,  familiar  with 
charitable  administration,  were  freely  given  to  carry  on 
in  the  best  and  most  economical  manner  possible,  a 
Babies'  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick  children 
of  the  very  poor— open  at  all  times  to  the  most  critical 
investigation  of  its  methods — money  for  the  support 
and  continued  extension  of  such  work  would  always  be 
provided.  To  show  that  such  confidence  has  not  been 
misplaced,  as  the  Babies'  Wards  have  just  completed 
the  first  fifteen  years  of  their  existence,  it  seems  appro- 
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priate  to  give  a  short  summary  of  the  work  they  have 
accomplished  and  the  support  they  have  received. 

In  1883,  realizing  the  great  need  of  better  care  for 
the  sick  babies  of  the  poor,  the  authorities  of  the  Post- 
Graduate  Hospital,  aided  by  a  few  warm  hearted  women, 
founded  the  "Babies'  Wards,"  practically  the  first  insti- 
tution opened  in  New  York  specially  designed  for  the 
free  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of  infants  and  very 
young  children.  During  the  past  fifteen  years  these 
wards  have  received  over  4.895  patients,  have  furnished 
over  1 10,630  days  of  hospital  care;  have  given  theoretical 
and  practical  training  in  the  nursing  of  sick  babies  to 
more  than  515  nurses,  while  nearly  1,000  physicians  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  have  there  received  special  in- 
struction in  the  diseases  and  defftrmities  of  infancy. 
The  wards  have  grown  from  a  single  room  with  six 
cribs,  expending  but  a  few  hundreds  of  dollars  yearly, 
to  their  present  accommodations,  costing  about  $15,000 
annually  to  maintain,  and  constituting  a  separate  division 
of  the  great  fireproof  Post-Graduate  Building.  They 
form  a  complete  Babies'  Hospital  of  nine  wards,  contain- 
ing 56  beds  with  separate  Medical  and  Surgical  divisions. 
Laboratory,  Operating  Room,  Diet  Kitchens,  Sun  Parlor, 
Roof  Garden,  Isolation  Department,  etc.,  with  every 
facility  of  steam  disinfection,  heating, ventilation  and  elec- 
tric lighting.  The  entire  cost  of  constructing  and  equip- 
ping the  Babies'  Wards  was  met  by  private  charity.  Each 
year  the  expense  of  maintenance,  necessarily  increasing 
as  the  work  increases  and  as  improved  methods  are  in- 
troduced, has  been  furnished  by  generous  friends,  so 
that  the  Wards  have  never  ended  a  year  in  debt. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  city  (there  being  no 
Public  Institution  for  the  care  of  sick  babies  on  Man- 
hattan Island)  has  given  the  small  allowance  of  38  cents 
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a  day  towards  the  board  of  each  sick  child  whose  parents 
upon  investigation  were  found  too  poor  to  provide  for  it 
in  any  way.  It  has  been  the  universal  experience  of  all 
municipalities,  that  the  somewhat  perfunctory  care  of 
paid  city  employees  is  not  sufficient  to  solve  that  most 
difficult  of  problems,  the  cure  of  a  very  sick  baby.  There- 
fore the  most  enlightened  states  have  found  it  not  only 
cheapest,  but  best  and  wisest,  to  confide  the  care  of  sick 
infants  to  carefully  supervised  private  charities,  aiding 
them  by  some  appropriation — larger  or  smaller — toward 
the  total  cost.  It  would,  of  course,  be  manifestly  unjust 
to  relieve  the  taxpayers  of  all  responsibility  in  this 
matter,  and  to  throw  the  entire  responsibility  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  comparatively  few  who  support  the 
private  charities  of  any  city. 

The  Babies'  Wards  have  been  managed  in  the  most 
economical  manner  consistent  with  good  results,  as  will 
be  seen  when  we  remember  that  the  entire  per  diem  cost 
of  each  patient  has  been  less  than  $1.04  and  compare  it 
with  the  cost  of  other  Hospitals  of  this  city,  which  range 
from  $1.27  to  $2.24.  This  very  low  expenditure  has  only  • 
been  achieved  by  dint  of  the  most  incessant  and  careful 
scrutiny  of  every  item  of  cost,  and  by  the  gift  on  the 
part  of  the  managers  of  an  immense  amount  of  volun- 
teered personal  labor — such  as  is  paid  for  in  most  Insti- 
tutions— as  well  as  from  the  great  advantage  of  being  a 
part  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital,  and  thus  securing 
fuel,  light,  service,  etc  ,  at  a  far  lower  rate  than  in  a 
separate  building. 

Much  publicity  has  recently  been  given  to  the  criti- 
cisms of  a  few  well  meaning,  though  not  as  well  informed 
gentlemen,  on  the  "extravagant  cost"  of  Babies'  Hos- 
pitals. Every  one  acquained  with  charitable  adminis- 
tration knows  that  the  running  expenses  of  any  well 
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managed  Hospital  for  sick  babies  must  be  about  the 
same  as  those  of  an  adult  Hospital  of  the  same  number 
of  beds.  The  cost  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilating, 
medical  supplies,  etc  ,  is  quite  as  large,  while  the  small, 
sum  saved  in  "food"  is  more  than  made  up  by  the 
greatly  increased  cost  for  laundry  and  nursing.  When, 
as  lately,  the  statement  is  made  in  public  that  sick 
babies  can  be  properly  cared  for  at  a  cost  of  40  cents  a 
day,  and  that  one  nurse  can  take  the  entire  charge  of 
twelve  sick  babies,  it  shows  such  an  ignorance  of  the 
practical  work  of  any  good  "  Infants'  Hospital "  as  to 
be  almost  discouraging. 

If  the  object  of  a  Babies'  Hospital  be  merely  to  pro- 
vide a  warm  room  where  poor  mothers,  who  love  their 
children  as  dearly  as  you  love  yours,  can  bring  their 
sick  babies  to  die  in,  then  it  can  undoubtedly  be  run  at 
a  cost  of  40  cents  a  day.  But  if  a  Babies'  Hospital 
stands  for  what  the  Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate 
Hospital  stand  for,  that  is  a  place  where  every  possible 
medical  and  surgical  appliance  for  the  alleviation  of 
suffering,  for  the  cure  of  disease  and  deformity  shall 
be  provided,  where  the  most  tender  and  intelligent 
trained  nursing  shall  be  furnished  (necessity  often  de- 
manding that  the  entire  service  of  a  separate  nurse  shall 
be  given  for  hours  to  a  single  patient),  where  the  ablest 
phj'sicians  of  the  city  must  be  found  to  take  their  part 
in  the  battle  for  life  that  is  daily  waged  over  many  a 
little  prostrate  form;  if,  in  short,  it  has  for  its  motto  "  It 
is  as  important  to  the  welfare  of  a  State  that  the  child 
of  its  poorest  citizen,  should  grow  up  strong,  healthy 
and  able  to  work,  as  that  the  child  of  the  millionaire 
should  do  so  " — then  such  estimates  as  40  cents  a  day 
are  simply  unworthy  of  further  consideration. 

Believing  that  the  intelligent  approval  of  the  public 
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is  necessary  for  any  charity  which  appeals  yearly  for 
large  sums  to  carry  on  its  work,  we  desire  to  reply 
als.o  to  a  statement  widely  circulated  through  the  press, 
and  made,  we  believe,  without  the  careful  investigation 
of  facts  which  alone  could  warrant  it.  The  public  has 
been  cautioned  against  contributing  money  to  Hospitals, 
on  the  ground  that  a  very  large  number  of  patients 
were  receiving  free  treatment  who  were  quite  able  to 
pay  physicians'  fees,  and  that  scores  of  people  who 
could  be  properly  cared  for  at  home  were  crowding  the 
Wards,  and  becoming  demoralized  beggars.  We  feel 
that  the  almost  daily  study  for  many  years  of  the  chil- 
dren brought  to  our  Hospital  entitles  us  to  pronounce 
this  statement  entirely  false  as  far  as  the  Babies'  Wards 
are  concerned. 

For  seven  years  a  careful  system  of  visiting  the  homes 
of  our  patients  has  been  kept  up,  while  for  the  past 
two  years  a  trained  charitable  visitor  has  been  constantly 
employed,  at  a  considerable  cost,  to  investigate  the  con- 
dition of  the  parents,  etc.,  reporting  weekly  to  a  most 
competent  committee  who  has  the  matter  in  charge. 
The  truth  is  that  the  decent  poor  woman — and  let  us 
thank  God  that  the  great  majority  of  the  poor  mothers 
of  the  city  are  decent — gives  up  her  sick  baby  with  the 
greatest  reluctance  to  the  care  of  any  Hospital,  however 
good.  Our  constant  struggle — and  we  believe  most  char- 
itable workers  will  confirm  our  statements  -  is  to  over- 
come the  prejudice  which  the  vast  majority  of  the  poor 
have  against  Hospitals.  If  we  could  only  realize  that 
mother-love  is  divinely  implanted,  and  exists  just  as 
strongly  in  the  poor  as  in  the  rich,  we  should  better  un- 
derstand how  hard  it  is  to  induce  a  poor  woman  to  part 
from  her  sick  baby,  when  its  very  suffering  makes  it 
dearer  to  her  than  ever  before,  even  though  she  knows 


that  every  comfort  and  attention  will  be  found  at  the 
Hospital  while  she  often  lacks  the  vital  food  and  warmth. 
One  of  our  saddest  experiences  is  the  frequency  with 
which  a  child  is  brought  to  us  only  as  a  last  resort,  too 
late,  when  the  pneumonia,  for  lack  of  skillful  medical 
treatment,  has  become  so  severe  that  there  is  no  longer 
a  chance  of  life,  or  when  the  deformity  is  so  seated  that 
cure  is  hopeless  and  the  child  must  grow  up  a  cripple. 

Among  the  hundreds  of  little  ones  admitted  each 
year,  there  are  doubtless  a  few  whose  mothers  wish  to 
be  relieved  of  their  support  Even  in  these  cases,  how- 
ever, an  investigation  often  shows  that  the  mother  has 
been  deserted,  and  in  her  struggle  to  support  herself, 
finding  an  invalid  child  a  fearful  burden,  leaves  it  where 
she  feels  sure  it  will  be  well  cared  for.  In,  however,  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  cases  it  is  only  the  fact  that  we 
are  a  private  institution,  and  in  addition  to  the  medical 
skill  and  trained  nursing  offered,  that  our  Wards  have 
been  made  so  attractive  and  cheerful  as  to  have  none  of 
the  traditional  "Hospital"  atmosphere,  that  induces 
the  mother  to  give  up  her  baby.  The  great  body  of  poor 
women  in  New  York  infinitely  prefer  to  have  their  babies 
die  at  home  rather  than  to  send  them  to  the  Infants' 
Hospital  on  Randall's  Island  to  die. 

The  Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital 
stand  on  the  edge  of  that  great  East  side  tenement  house 
district,  which  contains  centres  of  poverty  deeper  than 
most  of  us  realize,  and  yet  the  parents  who  bring  their 
children  to  us,  are  in  the  very  rarest  instances,  beggars. 
Italians,  Poles,  Russians,  Germans,  Swedes,  etc.,  they 
often  are  unable  to  speak  a  word  of  English,  and  only 
through  an  interpreter  do  we  learn  their  pitiful  histories. 
Uncomplainingly  they  bear  trials  and  privations  which 
would  seemingly  overwhelm  the  most  courageous.  Want 
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and  suffering  are  their  daily  lot.  They  come  to  the  Hos- 
pital presenting  a  decent  appearance,  often,  however,  in 
clothing  borrowed  from  a  kindly  neighbor — so  as  "  not  to 
shame  the  baby  "—or  wearing  a  respectable  shawl  tightly 
wrapped  over  the  thin  calico  dress,  their  only  gown  for 
the  coldest  weather.  The  mother  of  one  of  our  patients 
was  found  by  our  visitor  living  (with  four  young  chil- 
dren and  two  Italian  boarders)  in  two  tiny  rooms,  one 
quite  dark.  A  widow,  she  was  struggling  to  support 
her  family  by  finishing  coats  at  four  cents  apiece. 
Working  all  day,  six  coats  could  be  finished!  And  this  is 
only  one  of  scores  of  almost  similar  cases.  While  such 
labor  conditions  exist  among  the  very  poor,  when  sick- 
ness comes,  we  must  either  provide  free  hospitals  for 
their  care,  or  else  realize  that  their  death  lies  at  our 
door. 

Some  weeks  ago,  Lilly  W.,  a  dear  little  fair  haired 
creature,  fifteen  months  old,  was  brought  by  her  father 
to  the  Wards  very  ill  with  pneumonia.  The  mother  was 
so  weak  from  actual  lack  of  food  and  overwork  that  she 
could  not  come  with  her.  The  father  earned  four  dollars 
and  a  half  a  week,  while  the  woman  was  really  a  "  hos- 
pital case  "  herself,  but  refused  to  leave  their  attic  home, 
as  "she  must  help  father  work  to  take  care  of  the  chil- 
dren." Lilly's  temperature  was  105°,  and  she  was  so 
near  death  that  the  constant  services  of  one  nurse  were 
needed  for  many  hours  to  carry  out  the  doctor's  direc- 
tions. At  last  she  rallied,  began  to  smile  once  more,  to 
develope  a  ravenous  appetite,  and  a  few  days  ago  was 
discharged  quite  cured. 

In  the  next  crib  to  Lilly's  lay  Johnny  Sullivan,  six 
months  old,  and  a  most  pitiful  looking  case — marasmus 
combined  with  supposed  meningitis.  For  days  before 
its  admittance  his  little  head  had  been  drawn  back  so  as 
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to  almost  touch  the  shoulders.  The  child  was  dreadfully 
emaciated.  The  father  was  "out  of  work,"  and  the 
mother,  almost  starving  herself,  had  been  unwilling  to 
part  with  her  baby  while  there  was  a  drop  of  milk  left  to 
give  it.  That  gone,  she  brought  the  child  to  the  Wards 
as  a  last  resort.  Recovery  seemed  impossible  for  many 
days.  Consultation  after  consultation  was  held  by  the 
doctors  over  the  child.  Again  and  again  microscopic 
examinations  of  blood,  spinal  fluid,  etc.,  were  made  in 
the  laboratory,and  one  remedy  after  another  tried, though 
with  the  constant  warning  to  the  mother  that  she  must 
not  hope,  as  there  was  so  little  chance.  At  one  time  the 
baby  seemed  dying,  and  father  and  mother  were  hur- 
riedly summoned  for  a  last  look.  And  yet  Johnny  had 
a  future  before  him.  To  our  amazement  he  began  to 
improve,  and  then  the  wonderful  bulletin  was  issued, 
"Johnny  has  gained  15  ounces  in  three  days."  Now 
practically  out  of  danger,  he  is  doing  finely,  and  well 
along  the  road  to  complete  recovery. 

In  the  very  next  crib  was  Hobart  B..  a  five  weeks  old 
baby,  and  another  instance  where  the  inability  of  the 
father  to  get  work  meant  the  inability  of  the  mother  to 
nourish  her  child,  and  starvation  to  the  baby.  The  child 
was  brought  in,  perhaps  one  of  the  most  hopeless  look- 
ing cases  ever  received.  Its  bones  almost  protruded 
through  the  dark  colored,  wrinkled  skin — thickly  covered 
with  black  hair,  like  fur  in  its  texture — it  so  closely  re- 
sembled a  monkey,  that  it  seemed  barely  human.  And 
yet  his  mother  lm<ed  him  J  The  little  feet  and  hands  had 
lost  all  sensation,  while  it  seemed  impossible  to  find  any 
kind  of  nourishment  which  could  be  retained.  The 
medical  care  and  nursing  needed  to  bring  the  child  out 
of  this  condition,  and  give  it  what  should  have  been  its 
natural  heritage,  can  hardly  be  estimated.    After  trying 
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almost  every  kind  of  infant's  food  that  science  could 
suggest,  it  has  been  found,  strange  to  relate,  that  a  diet 
of  mutton  broth,  condensed  milk  and  cream,  is  the  one 
on  which  it  thrives  and  grows.  The  hot  water  bottles 
with  which  it  was  surrounded — even  to  the  tips  of  its 
fingers  and  toes — have  been  discarded,  and  the  poor 
little  monkey  is  rapidly  developing  into  a  fine  boy, 
already  showing  a  degree  of  observation  and  intelli- 
gence which  bids  fair  to  repay  all  the  care  lavished  on 
him. 

Let  us,  however,  ascend  the  scale,  and  examine  some 
of  those  "  nabobs  "  of  the  Babies'  Wards  whose  fathers 
earn  the  magnificent  sum  of  $io  a  week,  on  which  they 
support  a  family  of  from  four  to  nine  members.  We 
have  recently  been  told  by  those  critics  who  consider 
that  our  Hospitals  are  pauperizing  the  poor,  that  such 
parents  should  be  obliged  to  take  a  sick  child  to  some 
physician  in  their  immediate  neighborhood,  who,  for  a 
very  small  sum  would  treat  it,  instead  of  bringing  it  to  a 
hospilal,  where  the  most  skilful  services  may  be  obtained 
if  necessary,  free  of  charge  ;  which,  it  is  claimed,  not 
only  demoralizes  the  parents,  but  takes  the  bread  out  of 
the  mouths  of  the  young  (and  of  course  inexperienced) 
doctor.  There  is  a  bare  possibility  that  the  man  earning 
$10  a  week  could  spare  the  $i,  or  even  50  cents,  for  a 
daily  visit  from  the  ''neighborhood  physician,"  living  in 
Marion,  Cherry  or  Water  street.  It  is.  however,  almost 
universally  conceded  that,  for  reasons  too  numerous  to 
mention  here,  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of 
sick  babies  require  a  greater  degree  of  both  skill  and 
experience  than  the  treatment  of  adults.  Accidents  to 
babies,  neglected,  frequently  result  in  making  the  child 
a  cripple,  or  helpless  invalid,  totally  unable  to  earn  its 
own  support  as  it  grows  up.    Scores  of  paupers,  unable 
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to  work,  are  now  being  supported  by  the  citj'  in  our 
various  public  institutions,  simply  because  some  injury  or 
severe  illness  of  very  early  infancy  had  been  improperly 
treated. 

We  have  the  most  unbounded  respect  for  that  splen- 
did body  of  men,  on  whose  skilful  and  unselfish  services 
the  health,  the  lives  of  the  community  rest.  Let  us  by 
all  means  make  every  effort  to  educate  the  young,  and 
necessarily  inexperienced,  doctor  ;  by  opening  to  him  all 
our  private  hospitals  as  educational  institutions,  where, 
by  watching  every  detail  of  the  treatment  prescribed  by 
the  most  able  and  skilful  professors,  he  may  learn  how 
even  the  apparently  hopelessly  sick  may  be  cured.  Let 
our  critics,  however,  remember  that  to  the  poor  health 
is  the  most  important  of  all  blessings ;  and  do  not  let 
them  propose  that  the  young  doctor  shall  gain  his  edu- 
cation over  the  maimed  or  dying  bodies  of  little  children. 
Let  us  look  at  a  few  of  the  scores  of  cases  brought  to 
our  Wards,  through  which  we  have  learned  the  inevitable 
results  of  following  such  suggestions. 

Little  Joses,  an  eight  months  old  baby,  tossing  about 
one  hot  night  last  spring,  fell  from  the  bed,  injuring 
himself  badly.  He  was  taken  to  a  "  young  doctor,"  who 
bandaged  the  entire  body  of  the  little  creature,  but  quite 
failed  to  notice  a  complicated  fracture  of  the  right  leg. 
The  next  day  the  leg,  face  and  one  whole  side  began  to 
swell.  The  poor  little  child  moaned  and  cried  incess- 
antly. Soon  fever  set  in  ;  the  baby  grew  worse  and 
worse.  Some  neighbor  suggested  the  Babies'  Wards, 
and  it  was  brought  to  us  Taken  to  our  operating  room, 
a  most  careful  examination  by  a  skilful  surgeon  of  large 
experience,  revealed  the  severe  and  neglected  fracture. 
A  short  time  more  and  the  child  would  have  been  a  crip- 
ple for  life.    Even  as  it  was,  only  at  the  cost  of  much 
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suffering  for  the  poor  baby,  and  the  most  assiduous 
treatment  and  nursing,  was  a  complete  cure  at  last 
secured.  Scarcely  a  fortnight  after,  and  Josie  V.,  15 
months  old,  was  admitted.  Two  months  before  she 
had  fallen  out  of  a  chair,  and  for  several  days  was  very 
restless  and  fretful.  The  mother  noticing  that  the  baby's 
thigh  was  swollen  and  painful  to  the  touch,  called  in  a 
physician  "who  lived  near  ;"  as  good  a  physician  as  they 
couid  afford  on  the  $10  a  week  with  which  the  father 
supported  a  wife  and  five  children.  The  doctor  an- 
nounced that  the  "baby  had  broken  its  bones,"  and 
various  liniments  were  prescribed,  but  no  attempt  made 
to  reduce  any  fracture.  The  child,  naturally  very  strong, 
_gradually  recovered,  but  the  observant  mother  saw  the 
great  difficulty  with  which  the  child  used  the  leg,  and 
at  last  brought  her  to  our  Wards,  where  a  "green  stick  " 
fracture  was  at  once  discovered.  In  a  healthy  child  an 
ordinary  break  might  knit  of  itself,  but  a  "green  stick 
fracture,"  as  it  is  called,  would  never  improve,  but  re- 
main a  permanent  deformity,  without  treatment.  Ether 
was  given,  the  little  leg  properly  put  up  with  plaster  and 
splints,  and  the  child  was  discharged  quite  cured  in  less 
than  a  month. 

Some  time  ago,  a  most  respectable  poor  woman  carry- 
ing her  fine,  large,  healthy  boy,  slipped  on  the  ice  and 
fell,  breaking  the  baby's  leg.  She  could  not  bear  the 
idea  of  taking  the  child  to  the  dreaded  hospital,  and 
called  in  a  very  clever  young  doctor  "  from  the  neighbor- 
hood," which  was  a  remote  East  side  one.  The  doctor, 
with  good  theoretical  knowledge  of  the  latest  thing  in 
splints,  but  no  practical  experience  of  the  vigor  of  a 
hearty  baby,  put  up  the  leg  in  a  thin  pasteboard,  which 
had  absolutely  no  effect  in  holding  the  bones  in  place. 
For  a  fortnight  the  child  grew  worse  and  worse,  and  at 
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last  the  pain  was  so  great  that  the  mother  overcame  her 
reluctance  to  a  hospital,  and  brought  the  little  one  to 
the  Wards,  where  a  few  weeks  skilful  surgical  treatment 
restored  health  and  vigor  and  an  active  limb. 

But  the  merest  glimpse  has  been  given  of  the  work 
of  the  Babies'  Wards,  where  last  year  nearly  900  children 
were  treated.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  straight- 
ened limbs,  strengthened  lungs,  health  and  vigor,  have 
been  given  back  to  the  little  sufferers.  When  this  was 
impossible,  everything  has  been  done  to  alleviate  the 
agony  of  babies  who  would  otherwise  have  spent  their 
dying  hours  in  a  bare  tenement  house  attic  or  cellar,, 
where  cold  and  hunger  often  reigned.  This  great  work 
has  only  been  accomplished  :  ist. — Through  the  skilful 
and  conscientious  devotion  of  our  noble  body  of  hospital 
physicians  and  surgeons,  who  bestowed  freely  on  the 
child  of  our  poorest  citizen  their  best  and  most  untiring 
services  2d. — Through  the  intelligent  care  of  our  head 
nurse  and  her  large  corps  of  trained  assistants,  who 
have  given  their  time,  their  hearts,  sometimes  even 
health  itself  to  their  patients.  And  finally,  through  the 
liberality  of  those  who  love  little  children,  and  whose 
gifts  of  their  time  and  their  substance,  have  supported 
the  Babies'  Wards,  and  furnished  them  with  every  com- 
fort and  appliance. 

It  is  necessary  for  us  to  raise  each  year  for  our  work 
about  $1 1,000,  in  addition  to  the  small  allowance  from 
the  city  It  is  our  strongest  desire  to  raise  this  money 
by  direct  gifts,  in  order  that  the  time  and  strength 
of  the  managers  may  be  spent  on  the  needed  supervision 
of  the  Hospital,  and  not  in  getting  up  entertainments 
where  much  of  the  money  given  often  goes  toward  the 
necessary  expenses.  We  therefore  ask  our  friends,  and 
the  general  public,  not  only  to  continue  their  liberal. 
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support  of  the  Wards,  but  to  add  during  the  coming 
year  such  gifts  as  will  enable  us  to  start  a  much  needed 
Kindergarten  for  our  convalescents,  and  also  to  make 
some  improvements  in  our  Roof  Garden,  which  has 
proved  of  the  very  greatest  value  to  our  patients. 

We  desire  ist.  Supported  beds,  by  the  gift  of  $200 
annually,  which  allows  the  giver  the  privilege  of  naming 
the  bed,  and,  by  the  aid  of  the  city  allowance,  enables 
us  to  keep  it  filled  with  the  applicants  who  so  need  its 
shelter.  A  very  large  number  of  our  cribs  are  now  sup- 
ported, chiefly  as  "  memorials,"  and  surely  no  more 
beautful  memorial  of  a  lost  child  or  a  friend  can  be 
given.  Several,  however,  are  necessarily  relinquished 
each  year  and  we  wish  to  secure  the  support  of  at  least 
four  more  during  the  coming  season  for  which  we  beg 
your  aid. 

2nd.  We  ask  for  an  increased  number  of  annual  sub- 
scriptions and  donations,  as  well  as  the  renewal  of  all  gifts  of 
last  year.  Ninety-four  more  children  were  received  last 
year  than  the  year  before.  Each  year  as  our  work 
grows,  expenses  grow  also,  especially  for  nursing.  If 
our  managers  are  not  requested  to  get  up  entertainments, 
it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  we  must  at  least  put 
before  our  friends  the  work  and  needs  of  the  Babies' 
Wards.  Otherwise,  among  the  multiplicity  of  excellent 
charities  those  little  ones  will  be  overlooked.  There  are 
countless  Sunday  Schools,  Sewing  Classes,  Kings' 
Daughters,  Christian  Endeavorers — can  we  not  induce 
some  of  them  to  adopt,  as  it  were,  one  of  our  little 
patients  for  a  month 

Twenty-five  dollars  would  care  for  a  baby  for  that 
time  in  the  Hospital,  and  as  the  average  stay  of  a  child 
is  a  little  less  than  four  weeks,  twenty-five  dollars  would 
often  save  a  young  life  for  a  future,  whose  value  only 
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our  Heavenly  Father  can  know.  "He  gives  twice  who 
gives  quickly."  All  cheques  should  be  made  payable

Our  warmest  thanks  are  due  to  the  Country  Home 
for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  which  during  the 
past  summer  received  sixty-five  of  our  convalescents, 
giving  them  the  delightful  country  air  and  out  of  door  life 
which  was  needed  to  complete  their  cure.  Their  stay 
varied  in  length  from  three  weeks  to  five  months  (in  one 
case  of  special  need),  and  the  good  thus  accomplished 
was  incalculable.  A  Sewing  Class  held  last  winter  under 
the  charge  of  Mrs.  Stanley  Mortimer  and  Mrs.  Victor 
Sorchan,  was  of  the  greatest  possible  service  to  the  Wards. 
This  class  not  only  furnished  material  and  made  up  a 
very  large  number  of  the  garments  which  are  yearly 
needed  in  a  babies'  hospital,  but  also  gave  a  liberal 
donation  toward  the  purchase  of  necessary  shoes,  stock- 
ings, etc.  Hearty  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Sunbeam 
League,  a  report  of  whose  valuable  work  is  hereafter 
given;  to  the  Busy  Bees,  whose  yearly  Christmas  tree 
for  the  children  is  the  source  of  so  much  pleasure;  to 
the  Needlework  Guild,  and  to  many  sewing  classes, 
societies  and  individuals  for  most  acceptable  gifts  of 
clothing,  etc.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Boldt,  and 
the  active  efforts  of  a  member  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary, 
the  Babies'  Wards  was  placed  on  the  list  of  those  char- 
ities which  shared  in  the  proceeds  of  the  opening  of  the 
Astoria,  and  a  most  liberal  and  acceptable  gift  was  re- 
ceived therefrom.  It  certainly  was  a  beautiful  thought 
that  the  first  fruits  of  this  new  palace  for  the  rich  should 
be  given  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  poor  of  New 
York. 

To  carry  on  properly  any  "  Private  Charity,"  regard- 
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ing  both  the  money  contributed  for  its  support,  and  the 
patients  confided  to  its  care,  as  sacred  charges,  requires 
on  the  part  of  its  managers,  who  are  freely  giving  their 
services,  an  amount  of  time,  careful  study,  conscientious 
work  and  real  self-sacrifice,  such  as  can  only  be  realized 
by  those  who  are  "on  the  battlefield"  themselves. 

As  we  review  last  year's  work,  with  its  failures  as  well 
as  successes,  let  us  offer  a  prayer  for  the  renewed  cour- 
age and  faith  so  necessary.    Let  us 
"  Argue  not 
Against  Heaven's  hand  or  will,  nor  bate  a  jot 
Of  heart  or  hope,  but  still  bear  up,  and  steer 
Right  onward  !  " 
And  let  US  remember  that  we  work  not  for  reward  or 
even  appreciation,  but  only  with  the  hope  that  in  the 
solemn  day  when  all  secrets  are  known  and  all  hearts 
are  revealed,  we  may  hear  the  blessed  voice  of  One  who 
suffered  little  children  to  come  unto  Him,  and  forbade 
them  not,  saying,  "  Thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few 
things."

REPORT  OF  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE 


The  last  annual  report  gave  an  account  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Sunbeam  League  during  the  year  1896,  and 
showed  the  good  results  from  adopting  a  new  Constitu- 
tion. During  the  past  year  there  have  been  no  changes 
in  the  workings  of  the  League,  the  different  committees 
doing  their  part  faithfully  as  heretofore.  The  Lenten 
Sewing  Class  which  met  once  a  week  at  the  houses  of 
different  members  was  a  practical  as  well  as  a  social 
success;  luncheon  was  served  after  the  sewing  was  fin- 
ished and  this  enabled  the  members  to  come  into  closer 
contact  with  each  other.  During  the  six  meetings  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  pink  and  blue  flannel  jackets 
were  cut  out  and  made.  These  were  sent  to  the  wards 
as  soon  as  they  were  finished. 

The  House  Committee  has  kept  the  wards  supplied 
with  the  smaller  articles  of  table  furniture,  and  has  sent, 
when  needed,  a  few  delicacies,  such  as  jellies,  crackers, 
apples,  oranges,  etc. 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Committee  still  continues 
and  the  members  realize  more  and  more  the  good  result- 
ing from  their  efforts,  and  are  anxious  to  enlarge  this 
necessary  and  useful  branch  of  the  Sunbeam  League. 

The  Clothing  Committee  has  contributed  to  the  wards 
all  kinds  of  clothing  for  the  children,  numbering  about 
four  huudred.  These  articles  the  Committee  has  either 
made  itself,  or  has  obtained  in  different  ways 

The  Toy  Committee  has  done  better  work  than  ever 
before  and  has  kept  the  toys  in  good  condition.  This 
year  it  has  devised  a  new  system  for  preserving  its  con- 
tributions which  seems  to  be  an  improvement  on  the  old 
method. 
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The  Entertainment  Committee  as  usual  arranged  for 
the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  for  the  chil- 
dren. This  year  it  bought  and  filled  with  all  kinds  of 
toys  the  forty  stockings  that  were  discovered  on  the 
cribs  early  Christmas  morning,  thus  making  the  day  a 
happy  one  for  the  little  invalids.  The  League  also  decor- 
ated the  wards  with  Christmas  ropings  and  each  window 
was  made  ga\'  with  wreaths  and  stars. 

Mrs.  Walden  Pell  has  again  given  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  to  the  children,  by  presenting  the  Christmas 
Tree  which  was  loaded  down  with  gifts  for  all  the  nurses 
and  little  ones,  and  was  a  pretty  siglit  for  the  many

The  Kindergartner  supplied  by  the  Sunbeam  League 
visited  the  wards  twice  a  week  during  the  four  summer 
months,  producing  such  good  results  from  her  teaching 
as  to  give  great  satisfaction  to  the  doctors  and  nurses 
We  now  hope  to  continue  this  excellent  work  during  the 
coming  summer. 

This  autumn  it  was  voted  not  to  give  an  entertain- 
ment but  to  raise  by  individual  effort  the  required  funds 
for  the  support  of  an  extra  Sunbeam  Bed  and  the 
necessary  expenses.  This  has  been  accomplished  with 
most  satisfactory  results. 

The  League  has  broadened  its  work  during  the  past 
two  years  and  hopes  in  the  future  to  be  of  still  greater 
assistance  to  the  Ladies'  Committee  in  the  work  which  is 
being  done  at  the  Babies'  Wards.
